Behold here proſtrate at your feet, in our 
perſons, all your ſubic&s thar profeſſe the 
(> reformed Religion, repreſcnted in the - 
| Nationall Synode, by your permiſſion, ſumumondand 
aſſembled, and vnder your Royall authoritie, in the 
| A 3 tOWNEe . 
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towne of Vitry,which hath deputed vs towards = 
Maieſty,to teltifie vnto you theextraordinarie paſſions 
of iov.,which haue and doe poſleſle your ſaid ſubicds, 
asalfo the ſolemne and tad thankeſgiuing which 
they haug.and daily doe giue vnto Almighty God, in 
that they now behold your preſent eſtate in perfe& 
peace and repole,your bony in full force and vigor, 
and your Royall perſon in abſolute liberty; and all this, 
by the no lefſe noble, then age reſolution, which you 
vnderrooke and executed,for his iuft puniſhment, that 
diſtnrbed your Realme,ſuppreſled your authority; and 
yet which is worſt, expoſed your perſon to moſt emi- 
nent perill and danger. Something indeed very extra- 
ordinary concurred with this action, bur ſo as a diuine 
and miraculous hand was not alſo heercin wanting z 
which (as it were)in a moment turned all the ftorme n- 
to a calme, warre, into peace; feare, into all ſecurity; 
danger; into deliverance; and an odious tyrannie,into 
a molt iuſt and lawfull gouernment, For now ( as it 
were) by a new inauguration of your Maieſty in the 
Crowne of France, France her fſelfc now cleerly dif- 


- cernes that ſhe hath a King, and all the world no leſſe 


apprehcnds,that rhere is a King in France, worthie ra 
ra:gne and rule. Now,that _ Royall felfe holds the 
raines of the State,all your ſubie&ts are ready to yeeld 
you,that moſt humble obedience & tubmiſhon which 
they owe, but more particularly thoſe of the reformed 
Religion,who are very promptand willing, to offer vp 
for your ſcruice, their goods, their honours; yea, and 
their lines is, hy for this effect the 5:0 
tion and afſembly ; which deputed vs to your Maicſty 
was no ſooner mer and conuented, but they _ 


iwore and proteſted,and in the name and behalfe of a 
the 
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che reformed Churches widhin yourRealme, enioyned 

vs; repreſenting their ſcuerall. charges, to proteſt and 
fyeare in thejr names, that we will neuer goe aſide, nor ' 
ſtart from that moſt humble obedience and ſeruice, 
which ( as your naturall ſubjects ) wee owe-vnto you. 
Wherunto we further finde ourſelues more ftraitly ob- 
liged,by the many and great benefits that we receiued 
from the late deccaſed,Henrie the Great, of moſt glori- 
ous memory,your renouned Father;by others,which it 
hath pleaſed your Maieſty to continue towards vs; and 
by many more, which wee daily attend and hope for 
from you. And though wee firmely belecue,that the 
maintenance of your authority and dighitie,is our beſt 


| ſecuritie; and theeſtabliſhment of your Crowne, our / | 


peace and quiet: yet wedeeme our felues hereunto ye 
more neerly bound by the bond of our Religion, a 
conſciences,which conformable to the holy Scriptures, 
daily teach vs, that wee muſt bee ſubie& toall ſuperior 
powers;and that the reſiſting of them,is butan exiident 
oppoſition to Gods will and ordinance:who(we know) 
hath elected, and ſeated you in your throne; ſet the 
Crowne on your head,put the Scepter intoyour hand, 
and planted correſpondent royall vertnes, and ſuffici- 
encies for diſcharge of the ſame in your noble heart.So 
that vader him,weacknowledge no other Soueraigne, 
but your Maieſty. Our firme belecte is, that berweene 
. Godand the King,there is no middle,nor third perſon, 
To call this receiued verity intoany doubt or queſtion, 
among vs,is taken for conuinced hereſie ; and to make 
thereof ſo muchas any problemaricall argument, is re- 
uted an odious and capitall crime. This leſſon, Sir,we 
306 learned fromour Predeceſſors,which wee firmely 
belecue,and diuulge all ouer, both with lively w_ |

our humble ſelues,in the behalfe of your Maieſty, that 
being vndoubredly confirmed and rcfolued of our fide- 
lity,your Maieſty will propagate towards vs the bene- 
fies of your former edicts : your royall cares will beeal- 
waies open to heare our complaints,and pP__ 
ly the ballance, you will be readie to doe vs juſtice, as 
we wil likewiſe be ready cuery day,to plant more deep- 
. ly in your royall heart an immutable and conſtant be- 
leefe, that wee will euer bee ready toliue and die in the 
= of your moſt faithfull and obedient ſeruants, and 
ubiects. 


| Whereunto the King replied in theſe words: ! 
thanke you all, continne you in my good and loyall ſernice, and 
be —_— that 1 will be your good King, and maintaine you 
in the priniledges of my Edits.

8; the Kings noble heart, and in the ſecret 

EBRD thoughts of his faithfull ſubicts, the 
ſighes that they daily poured forth, before his Diuine 
Maieſty, to bee deliuered , together with-chis whole 
poore Realme and Kingdome, from the tyrannie and 
opprefſion,whereinto they were reduced and brought, 


bythe deepe ſubrilry, and inſupportable pride of Ce- 
ehino;in whom queſtionleſle (if <Memplpeoſs, or Py- 
thagoricall tranſmigration could take place)the diuel- 
liſh ſoule of 4mes,the ſonne of 4medatbi, the Agageean, 
reſumed another bodie . But to the end euery one 

be aduertiſedof the true cauſe of theſe fighes, you ſha 
conceiue by this briefe recitall, that Cochino was borne 


in Florence, of and meane place ; and as ſuch an 
one,grew tO Gamendy a Ioyners daughter, who 

was called Leonore Geliigaia,as men (aid; ſhe being pla- 
' cedatthe firſt as an inferiour chamber-maid, with the. 
Princefle Meais de Medices, whoſe cloſe ſtoole ſhee of- 
tentimes clenſedand emptied : withina while hercon- 
tinued ſeruices, ioyned with ſome liberality of minde 
and ſpirit obſerued in her,brought her to be raiſed and 

preferred to be inthe ſaid Princefle her chamber as an

attendant gentlewoman ; which Princeſſe at laſt com- 
ming into France,to be ioyned in marriage with Henry 
the Great ah {aid Elenor came along with her, and ſhe 
was alſo followed by Cochino, when arriuning at Mar- 
celles.a little boy of about rwelue yeeres old, was able 
with all caſe, to my their whole luggage and furni- 
ture; being a French youth,and a Pariſian borne, who 
died not long ſince,ot a dyſſenterie,or bloody flux, in 
the {treet called de Bean-hourz: when the Princeſle came 
ro beQueene,out of a franke and moſt noble diſpoſiti- 
on, ſhe aduanced all her followers, and peculiarly the 
ſaid Elenor, who humbly requeſted her,that ſhee would 
permit her to marrie the ſaid Cochino, which at laſt ſhe 
compaſſed, with the Kings pleaſure and conſent. Then 
citherofthem infinuating themſelues more and more 
into the Queenes fauour, they grew to great fortunes 
and meanes, by commending vnto their Maieſties di- 
uers mens ſutes;:who hauing occaſion to ſue vnto them, 
were vrged by important occaſions and buſineſles, of 
what natureor quality ſoeuer. God ar laſt, for our own 
vnworthines, called the King to his mercy, depriuing 
vs of that glorious Sun;leauing to ſucceed him, Lews 
the thirteenth, (whom God maintaine and proſper) be- 
ing then bur ten yeeres old,who preſently, bs the gene- 
rall voice and conſent of all France,was inueſted in the 
flowers de Luce, and acknowledged for King ; and 
the Queene his mother,a lamentable,deſolate, and diſ- 
conſolate Ladie, by the fame generall conſent was pro- 
claimed Regent. The nateallundgniicacd noble in- 


clination of this great Queene,ſuffered hernot to feare, | 
cither deceit,or trecherie,but being her ſelfe of an vn- 
tainted and innocent foule,ſhee thought cuery one had 
the like ;eſpecially ſuch as were fo farre fauoured, to. 


COINC: 
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comefreely into her Maieſties preſence, and had the 
credit to ſpeake to her in priuate, Now was the time, 
when this ambitious Cochrne, began by the inſtrumen- 

tall offices of his wite,to depraue and detract from the - 
Kings loyall and good feruants; for preſently hee then 
cauſed Sylerythe Chancellor,and his brother, to be dif 
miſſed and driuen from his preſence; and vnder the 
cloke and colour of Iuſtice,to take from the Parliament 
of Prouince,their reſplendant Sonne,vnder this colour 
to propagate his ambitiong and yet this y—_ not 
giuing him ſuch full contentment, he mult needes take 
trom him the publicke Seales, for to conferre them vp- 
on one of his owne creatures; then hee muſt needes re- 
moue from about the King, Mounſicur /c Chewalier de 
Yandoſme, his beloued Minions; then his faithfull fer« 
uant Zuynes;forthwirh his vigilant and carcfull Phyſi- 
tian Eronard, and then his good Counſellors, preſently 
he gaue one office to one, another to another : to con» 
clude.at one inſtant he caſt al theſe Officers ina mould; 
the Keeper of Seales; the Secretaric of Eſtate, and the 
Controller generall of the Treaſuries; by little and lit- 
tle.conteſting with the greateſt,for the place of chicke 
Gentleman of the Kings chamber, viing all the power 
ſible to marrie his daughter with Mounſicur the 
Puke of Longuenil/: who no waics bending to this con» 
tract,was in great danger to haue loſt his gouernment 
of Picardiec,and all his creditat Court, being inforced 
_ toceclipſeandretirehimſelfe. During theſe entercour- 
ſes,that ſage Prince, the Count de So:ſſons was called to 
heauen; whoſe gouernment the Queene kept in her 
owne hands,to appeaſe the great icalouſtes of thoſe that 
were competitors for the ſame ; conſtituting therein 

Cochino , tomtimes Marqueſle 4 Ancre, and Marſhall | 
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of France.for her Lieutenant. Here then you ſee him 
Lieutenant of Normandy, being Maſter & Comman- 
der of the principall places in the ſame,which he forti- 
fied with Baſtions,Ditches,and Cannon,whictrhe con- 
neied thither out ofthe Arſenall at Paris. But while 
theſe occurrents thus paſſed, he drained the Baſtile of 
fouretecne millions , bitterly checked that Imperiall 
Parliament,about the demonſtrations of his diſorders, 
preuenting the Princes. and great Lords from conuen- 
ting and aſſembling therein. Ar laſt he found a meanes 
that the Princes forſooke the Court,and Mounficur /& 
Tay Preſident of the ſaid Parliament ,, the Kings. moſt 
loyall and truſtic feruant, was committed prifoner to 
the Caſtle of Ambois, vnder a colourable and counter. 


| feir po_ :he procured that neither his Maieftic,nor 


his fairhfull Counſell,gaue any eare neither to the ma- 
nifcſtation of Mounſier the Prince, nor to the com- 
plaints and intimations of the other Princes. One of 
which,that is toſay;Mounfier de Vandeſme,he caufed to 
be impriſoned (but that he made a cunning and ſubtile 
eſcape); ſothat by theſe meanes he laid the foundation 
of a dangerous warre, and of great leuies of fouldiers, 
arming neere kinſmen one againſt another,as Moun- 
fier de Guyſe againſt Mounſierde cHayenne his coufine 
germaine , and thus ruinating: the Kings poore ſub- 
tects : {o thart art laſt, by the wiſe and diſcreete cour- 
ſes of my Lords the Dukes de Newers, de Yentedour, 
Chancellor Syllery, and other ancient Officers of the 
rowne,a good Treatic ſhould haue been drawne, the 
ing being then at Tours, and the ſaid Lords Princes 
at Loudun. But becauſe the ſaid Cochino perceiued,that 
the power of theſe the Kings two faithfull ſeruants 
His minde, croſſed his ambitions, making rather go

ofhis owne miniſters,and vpſtarts, whom himſelfe ter- 
med Agents of a thouſand Frankes,pf whom he had to 
the number ofeight hundred;and wonderfully abuſin 
the Queenes exceeding clemencie and bountie,as al 
the feare and icalouſie,that both by himſelfe and others 
he poſſeſſed her withall, that ſhe ſhould be carefull of 
her ſelfe,and of the Kings minoritic and yourh : he cau- 
ſed Mounſfier the Prince to be take priſoner onathurf. - 
day the firſt of September, «uno 1616: and fo conſe- 
quently all pong this,diſperſing themſelues,not 
daring to returne, they were proclaimed Rebels, at- 
tainted of high Treaſon, all their goods confiſcated, 
(part of whichcame into his own hands)and then three 
j ou ies were hereupon raiſed to take the ſpoile of the, 
and ſobring them in aliue or dead. Mounſtcur de Guyſe 
went of the one part,to ſeaze oa Mounlicurde Nesers, 
whom hee diſpoſſeſſed of many places : on the other 
ſide Mounſicur de Atoptieny and Mounficurthe Count 
de Auzerene,went di to Soifſons with 40 Canons; 
Cochino bo imprinted letter, promiſed to the King 
foorthwith an Armie offiue thouſand foote,and eight 
hundred horſe. whichhe entertained for foure moneths. 
at his owne charge; ſending out in the meane while 
threeor foure hundred Spyes,or Intelligencers,ouer al 
the countrie, eſpecially into Paris, that by this meanes 
he might diſcouer and know all ſuch. as ordinarily ex-. 
claimed againſt his Tyrannie, cauſing diuers gibbets. 
to bee erected within the citie —_—_— to hang his. 
oppoſites, though they: armed themſcues bur for the 
Kings true and faithfull ſeruice. While all-this thus. 
paſſed, the Kings loyall ſeruants, who ſaw: their Ma- 
ſters captiuitic,and the vnworthic entreatie of his Ma- 
icſtic,heingnow af yecrs,of greater maturitic and ripe». 
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nes.they conuented together, and began to enter into 
aſacred vnion, to ſhake off this yoke of Cochino, and all 
his aſſiſtants, which aimed at the deſtruction of all the 
Princes,and fo to ſeaze on their goods (I meane not 
only of thoſe abſent and withdrawne, as my Lords de 
Vandoſme, de Neuers, de Longnenilie, de Bonthon, and de 
HMayenne, but alſo of them preſent)as my Lords the 
Count-de Anuergne, de Guyſe, Ioinuille,the Cardinall of 
Rhemes;then of my Lords thePrince of Conde priſoner, 
and Count de Soiſſons very young, but E&nducd withan 
excellent ſpirit, and a noble impe of great expeQation 
and hopes,for his Prince and al France;thenof the moſt 
eminent Officers of the Crowne, then of Sieur Erouard 
chicte Phyſition,one moſt loyall to his King;of Sieur de 
Laynes,and at laſt of the King himſelfe. All this effected, 
Mounſier ſhould haue been ſeated in the Throne very 
young,the Queene-Mother Regent, himſelfe Maior of 
the Palace:which dignitic he meant againe to re-ere; 
and then in alittle time,hauing all the authoritie in his 
owne hands,no body oppoſing nor contradi&ing him, 
(al the race of Bowybop cleane extinguiſhed, through the 
ſudden death of Mounſfier the King ) Cechino Frould 
then haue been mounted vpon the Throane. and then 
his wife being made away by ſome priuie prattice of 
his owne, he might haue married whom he would at 
his pleaſure. Here you may ſee a well wouen web.for 


the amputation whereof, God,who alwaies preſerueth 


this kingdome, put into the heart of Zewis (beloued of 
God) the ſpirit of wiſedome and vncerſtanding. as he 
did ſometimes into Sa/omen, and fo ſiren thening the 
arme of Sieny de F itry, his faithfull Gardian and Ca 

taine, cauſed it todiſcharge his iuſt choller,vpon the 
head of this Salmontas , which being too fayourably

dealt withall,according to the opinionand judgement 
of the people,when he wgs buried ſecretly inthe nighe; 
they diſ-interredat high noone day, and thinking him 
vnworthie of buriall,they dragged his corps to the foot 
of Pont neuf;there hyng vp by the fcete,on a gibber he 
had lately ereced: then x wa cut'off his nole,ahd his 
cares,plucktout his eyes,couched his head,curoff likes 
wiſe his armes, and ſhametull parts: this beingidone; 
it was trailed agaihe through the ſtreetes of the Cirie; 
beaten,and laidvpon with cudgels,parrt of jt burnt be- 
fore his owne houſe,and ſome of it bnee againe retrai- 
led and burnt the ſecond time,and what remained was 
at laſt throwne into the water.. Now, the longer they 
had been mute, no mandaring to ſpeake againſt him; 
the more they talked.fung,andwritfo:loudly,and pubs 
likely, that af the ſkreetes re-echoed with the: exulting 
ioycs and outcries of the inhabitants. The blowwas 
no ſooner giuen, but a miraculous change and altera- 
tion was obſerued oucrall France, eſpecially in Paris, 
for eyery oneaſſumedto hiinſelf'a new forme;through 
ſuch an admirable pleaſure and contentment. The 7 
| mie before Soſſons, was preſently by the Kings com- 

mandement diſlolued RT de Vandoſme, de Ne- 
wers,de Mayenne,de Longueuille,tell downe incontinently 
- athis Maieſties feete, who receiued them with a free 


and royall heart, to the confuſton and ſhame ofall Co. - 


chinoes creatures; who(at the arriuall of that graue and 
prudent Chancellor, whom his Maieſtie ſent for, and 
reconfirmed him of his Counſell;of the Lords,d: Yair, 
reſtored to the keeping of the publike Seales,Prefident 
Janin, and Villersy,together with others, who had been. . 
formerly diſmiſſed and chaſed away by this Haman)va- 
niſhed, and were diffiparcd, like miſts.or fogges at the 
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ariſing of the Suns cleere beames. Cochinoes life (ſome. 
rimes Marquis de Acre, and Marſhall of France) re- 
quires greatandentirevolume, to expreſſc and relate 


it at large.the which attending and expeCtingfrom the
